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SMOOTH GOING NOW 
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Mourmelon. LeGrand, France, Aug. 
.—Roger Sommer. the French aviator, 
oday beat the world's record for pro- 
onged flight in an aeroplane. 
His 


nuchine remained in the air for two 
lours, twenty-seven minutes and fif- 
een seconds. Sommer started at 3:14 
o'clock this morning in the bright 
noonlight. At the beginning- he trav- 
eled slowly near the ground at eleva- 
ions running from six to thirty yards. 
After the machine had become limber- 
ed up the aviator increased his speed 
and the coming of daylight showed 
him traveling and maneuvering eas- 
ly. When it became evident that he 
lad beaten the duration record held by' 
Wilbur Wright, the assembled crowd 
cheered wildly, and as Sommer came 
:o the ground at forty-one minutes 
and fifteen seconds past 5 he was given 
an ovation. 


M. Sommer is one of the new school 


of French aviators, several of whom 
lave recently made records that would 
lave 'attracted world wide attention a 
••ear ago. On July 27 he made a flight 
of ono hour and twenty-three- minutes 
ind thirty seconds. August 2 'he flew 
nine miles in twelve minutes, which is 
it the rate of forty-five miles an hour, 
and on August 4 he made a flight of a

About the Forma- 


tion of Cheese 


According to the experts a*, th? de- 


partment of agriculture, cheese is now 
made In 229 varieties, and no two of 
these are alike, save in the fact lliat all 
have milk in some form as a basis. 
The elimination of water Is the first 
step in cheese making. Then the solids, 
the casein, the fats and a considerable 
portion of the ash are brought togeth- 
er in such form that their nourishing 
qualities are 
retained, 
while at the 


same time they are brought into a con- 
dition capable of preservation 
and 


convenient for- transportation. 
The 


essential step In securing the separa- 
tion of the water, according to Profes- 
sor Henry H. Wing, professor of daily 
husbandry at Cornell university, is in 
rendering th« casein insoluble. Casein 
exists in two forms, known respective- 
ly as the soluble and the insoluble or 
coagulated form. Coagulation may be 
brought about by sevpral reagents, but 
rennet Is the onf usually employed. In 
bringing about the change in the case- 
in the rennet, which is a soluble fer- 
ment found in the stomachs of young 
mammalia, acts by contact. That Is, 
its own constitution is not disturbed, 
while a minute amount of rennet Is 
capable of causing the coagulation of a 
large amount of milk.

Head of Indiana System is 


Preparing to Effect 


Some Reforms. 


Indianapolis, Aug. 7.—The teaching 


of the fundamentals of school subjects, 
with less attention to minor matters; 
the teaching of the principles of hy- 
giene and health, and the teaching of 
the beauty of the English language and 
Its correct usage, these are the three 
points brought home to 18.000 Indiana 
teachers In the new course of study for 
this year Just prepared by the depart- 
ment of public Instruction. 


The new course Is now In the hands 


of the state printer and 
should be 


ready 
next 
week 
for 
distribution 


throughout 
the 
state. 
Only 
19,000 


copies will be printed because of the 
shrinking appropriation for printing. 


It is the policy of Dr. Aley, superin- 


tendent of public Instruction, to have 
less time 
spent 
In 
mere covering 


ground and more spent In a thorough 
mastery of subjects studied. 


Much Time li Lost. 


"There are some portions of arith- 


metic and history, for example, that 
are necessary every day," he said. "On 
the other hund, It Isn't especially nec- 
essary to know how to get the great- 
est common divisor by long division. 
In the same way as much time Is spent 
by teachers on some little Indian war 
ns the brittle of Lexington. Wo want 
teachers to emphasize things because 
of their value and not because they are 
In the text-book." 
... • 


Tho study of hygiene will 
play a 


more prominent part in the'school- 
room this year thun ever before. It 
has been tho purpose of Dr. Aley to 
supplement as much as possible tho 
campaign of the state board of health. 
Children . will be taught the value of 
pure air, of sanitation, of proper food 
and of cleanliness. The physiology and 
hygiene text-book study will be along 
a special outline, made out by the au- 
thor of the adopted text-book, Dr. H. 
W. Conn, especially for the use of the 
Indiana schools. 


A further ambition of the depart- 


ment of public Instruction Is to Inspire 
a new patriotism In the school children 
of the state—and Incidentally In the 
teachers—for the English language not 
only, .for Its beauty and expressiveness, 
but also for its correct usage. 
Teach- 


ersx will first and foremost be expected 
to use correct English, They will then 
be expected to drill their pupils on the 
words misused most frequently. 
In 


the study of literature the strong and 
well-knit phrases will be pointed out 
and the students themselves will be 
encouraged to use good English—not 
only serviceable English, but polished 
and discriminative English. 


French Study Language. • 


"In France," says Dr. Aley, "this 


sort of work Is done in the common 
school, with the 
result that 
every 


French boy and girl has learned to love 
the language in the same way that the 
(lag is loved. . The children know well- 
spoken French, and even the so-called 
ignorant -' Frenchman 
speaks 'good 


French. 


"But the average Hoosler or Buckeye 


with a common-school education dis- 
torts the'language with regularity, and 
seems even to be proud of it.

dismissed.

dlans before the act removing restric 
tions went into e.ftect are good. 


The alienation suits were brought b 


the government in the interests of th 
mernbera of the Five 'Civilized Tribes 
It is estimated' that about two millio 
acres of land was Involved. 


The defendants 
in the 
suits, wh 


claimed title to the land'by reason 
purchase from the Indians are seal 
tered throughout the United 
State 


and some reside in Scotland and Me\ 
ico. 
Senator Robert I. Owen was 


defendant in 150 cases and Chief Jus 
tice Williams, of the supreme court 
this state, was also a' defendant. 


Judge Campbell in his decision in 


sists that the act of congress confer 
ring statehood on Oklahoma, includi „ 
old Indian territory, conferred citizen- 
ship, both state and national, upon'all 
members of the 'Civilized Tribes. 


The court holds that the contention 


of the government that the Indians 
still occupy the position of wards 'un- 
der the government and that the latter 
has the right to 'sue for their 'protec- 
tion presents an anomally.

In. former duels began with the Revolution and 
tar a hundred years the code duello exercised a 
sinister influence upon national life. The first 
half of the last century saw duelling at its 
height, particularly in the South, and, after the 
gold rush, in California. TJp to 1850 few of the 
States had passed stringent measures against it 
though at no time was it approved by the weieht 
Jf: public sentiment At present every State and 
Territiory has rigid provisions suppressing duels 
and since the early >80's there have been few ' 
such encounters.

velt was guest at a dinner at die Mombasa Club, 
which was attended by Governor Jackson. Mr. V. C. 
Selous. Colonel Harrison and Kcrmlt Roosevelt, the 
scientists of the expedition, the captain of the Eng- 
lish man-of-war, the German Consul, Dr. Hertford. Dr. 
Seaman. Dr. Guiteras and others. 


"In considering a trip to Africa." says Dr. Guiteras, 


"If a man wants to hunt he has to consider, first, the 
variety of game that he is desirous of finding, ancl. 
second, what his outfit should be most successfully to 
carry out his undertaking in such a country. 


' "He usually thinks only of the big game—the ele- 


phant, rhinoceros, hippopotamus and the lion. 
He 


also thinks of the venomous reptiles and the different 
' diseases, but gives little thought to the buffalo and 
various antelope and buck that are found there. As 
a matter of fact the number of elephants and rhinoc- 
eroses are limited to two each, and the former he prob- 
ably will not even see unless he goes outside of Brit- 
ish East Africa, the.usual hunting ground, or else 
travels a long distance into that country, far away 
from, the base 'of- supplies. He will probably see no 
venomous reptiles', he will find the wounded buffalo 
the.most dangerous of animals and he will shoot more 
antelope 6r,buck than anything else. The hippopota- 
mus he1 will' not care to'shoot, as-it is a harmless ani- 
mal'except for the fact that in- some-places it destroys 
the farmer's fields. .There is nothing about him that 
is miieh of a trophy: ' 


"The hunter's'priucipal-effort Xyill be to shoot a lion, 


and his success'depends greatly1 on luck. -He will be 
sure to.bag a' rhmoceros. .which is about-the only ani- 
mal that at- times 'charges- the .hunter without provo- 
cation:- • ' • 
, ' . . - ; . . . . : • - . . . 
- 
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' "The-greatest inconvenience and-danger will come 
from the insects and the water,-as it is from'these 
sources that, illness'originates. 
'"It-is advisable to '.travel' light—a small steamer 
trunk and -a:'kit bag, two sack coat travelling suits. 
one of .light and the other -a darker gray; a dinner 
jacket and shoes, woollen underwear, brushes, safety 
razor, two pairs of thick, waterproof hunting boots, 


a-few pairs-of black woollen socks, a pair of slippers 
or mosquito boots, shirts: collars aud cuffs; pocket 
compass, tape measure, drinking cup. pajamas, travel- 
ling 'ulster, thin rain coat, jack Uuife. waterproof 
matchbox, camera aud a medicine case, containing 
medicines, ointments -and dressings. 


Regarding the Armament. 


"Any rifle that the hunter is accustomed to and 


sufficiently powerful to kill "moose and caribou; suffi- 
cient supply of soft ooscd cartridges for the time he ex- 
pects to be gone; a shotgun, a revolver and field 
glasses. It is also necessary to have a double barrel ex- 


prfeps rifle, with bard and soft nosed cartridges—four 
times as many soft as hard. This may be bought in 
London at Holland's or the Army and Navy Stores or 
else can be ordered through .some one in this country. 
If he has no rifle of his own that he is accustomed to, 
the Rigby Mauser and Maunlicher Schiinau are the 


f 


two recommended by the guides of Africa as the best 
all round rifles. 


•'With the exception of the articles mentioned every- 


thing else may be bought or hired in Africa, such as 
tents, folding beds, tables, chairs, bathtubs and wash 
basins, khaki- suits, puttees, bunting shirts, socks, 
towels, blankets,. Swahili books, safari boxes, alarm 


like a Mexican cowboy's sombrero, often with ;> double 
crown. A spine pad is merely a thick piece of doubled 


(lannol six inches wide, with some cotton between, 
pinned or buttoned to the back of the shirt. The shirt 
is a flannel one. yellowish green ID color. The shoes 
are of a very thick leather, with double soles and hob 
nails, with which are worn the thickest Iciud -of 


woollen socks of the variety used by lumbermen in 
Cunuda. The reason why these thick shoes and socks 
are worn is because the surface of the veldt la (is 
hard ns frozen ground and the feet would soon blister 


if anything lighter were worn. 
The trousers arc 


usually Uhaki. over the lower part of which oni; wears 
leggins, or puttees. Light woollen underclothes are 
woru or none at all. 


"With Dr. L. L. Seaman I left New Tork about 


February 1. landed in'Liverpool and went to London, 
where we spent the day in buying express rifles aud 
other articles of outfit. We then went to Marseilles 
via Paris, where we took the Messagerie Maritime 
steamship to Mombasa. This required passing two 
custom houses, making six trips in carriages and 
stopping at two hotels. The next time I will go di- 
rectly from New York to Egypt and take a Messa- 
gerie Maritime boat at Port Said for Mombasa, or 
make some other good connection in the Mediter- . 
ranean so as to avoid going through England and 
France. The trip, down. on the Messagerie Maritime 
boat was delightful. The' food was the best 1 have 
ever Uad on a steamship,. I have never met a pleas- 
. ancer party of passengers,.all of whom lived in Brit- 


:. ish.East Africa. The men. we'met had been shooting 


or had trekked about the country. 
We bad talks 


about hunting morning, noon and night. 1 was made 
acquainted .with the names of. every man who had . 
ever been mauled by a liou or injured'by an elephant 
in the regions where'we were gping.tp hunt..'The.ad- 
vice that 1 received and the details of actual experi- 
ence on the veldt and In the .jungle were uiore valu- 
able than any knowledge that I could have obtained 
by reading all the books >n-er written on the subject, 
and of the same nature as the'..campfire talks with the 
hunters aud guides'about the'shooting of the day. 


Colonial-Hospitality. 


"After landing at Mombasa we were put up at the 


clubs in Mombasa and Nairobi, attended dinners and 
luncheons, introduced and given all possible privileges 
by those whom we had met on board the steamship. 
Thus we were made acquainted with people' all the 
way from Mombasa to Lake.'Victoria. Nyanza, all of 
whom showed'us the true colonial hospitality, .which 
is nowhere more marked .than in East .Africa aud 
Uganda. 
. 
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- "It soon became apparent that hunting in .British 
East Africa was conducted on business principles. 
We had to pay an entrance duty and a registration 
fee^. on our rifles. On arriving at Nairobi we. had to 
take'outa sportsman's license; in fact,, every'one who 
shoots has to take a license of some kind—settler, 
traveller or whoever it may be. 


"The ride from Mombasa to Nairobi was a corrobo- 


ration of the stories told us by passengers on board 
the ship. 1 tbinr: I can truthfully say that we saw 
between ten and thirty thousand head of game. 
I 


counted herd- after herd of animals with from thirty 
to ninety in a herd. 1 could often see from one to 
two hundred animals at a time, at a low estimate. 
They were .principally zebras, Uartebeest, Grant 
gazelle. Thomson gazelle, wildebeest and occasionally 
a giraffe or wild hog.* Several ostriches were also ob- 
served. I have also seen lion, oryx aud other animals. 


"Cases have been known where lions have been 


killed by hunters who have sighted .them from the 
train and then got off and shot them. On the other 
hand a lion has been known to enter a car, kill a mau. 
drag his body through the window and devour part 
of him behind a neighboring bush, 


"The other animals of Africa, besides the elephant, 


lion, buffalo and rhinoceros, that are usually bunted 
on account ot their beautiful heads and horns are the 
eland, sable and roan antelope, the greater and lesser 
kudu, the waterbuck, impala, bushbuck and reedbuck. 


"At Nairobi the hunter goes to the Norfolk Hotel, 


where the tariff for him is just twice that of the set- 


toast, jaui and lime 
juice and water aud latei 


coffee. 
A nap is taken after lunch. At about tbre« 


o'clock P. M. the gun bi-arers appear to inquire if ma* 
ter wants to go shooting. The hunters then go out 
again and shoot for about two or three hours, starting 
to return to camp about half-past five o'clock, as the 
sun sets at six o'clock ucar the equator and the dark- 
ness conies on rapidly. 


Warm Bn'h in the Jungle. 


"On return to camp the clothing is changed and 


usually a warm bath taken, after which he puts ou 
pajamas and mosquito boots and an overcoat aud sita 
down to dinner, iiy this time it is dark aud he takes 
dinner by lamplight, the personal boys waiting on 
the table. The dinner is composed of soup, meat. rice, 
toast, canned fruit, jam und coffee. Smoking follows 
the meal, and about nine o'clock every one is generally 
very sleepy and ready for bed. 


"As it becomes quite cold toward morning It is the 


custom to make provision for the drop In the tem- 
perature and arrange the beds accordingly. 
One 


blanket is spread underneath and two more used as a 
covering, while ''an extra rug is thrown over the feet 
At live A. M. the whistle blows in case the caravan is 
to make a march; otherwise the hunter can sleep until 
later or get up and go shooting as he chooses. The 
best shooting is usually had on the days when-the 
caravan docs not march, as more time can then be 
given to sport. 


"The personal boy brings the hunter his tea the flrsl 


thing in the morning. 
He brings the clothes and 


serves 
breakfast. 
He washes 
the clothes and 


cleans and greases the boots. When he conies in at 
noon the boy takes his clothes, that are soaked with 
perspiration, and hangs them out, and is. in fact, a 
combination valet, waiter and laundryman. 
The 


boys and the cook mess by themselves, and not with 
the porters or gun bearers. 


"The gun bearers wear the same styles of clothes as 


the personal boys and always socks, shoes and put- 
tees. They should be able to speak English. 


•'The porters dress differently. 
Some wear a blan- 


ket, supported ou the shoulder on one side, while on 
the other it passes under the arm and hangs down, 
about to the knee. Others wear a jersey and khaki 
trousers. Sandals are worn by some, but they are 
more often lwafooted.

"Around the corridors and parlors of tbe hotel one

The meal Is served between half-past five 
aud six o'clock. It consists of tea and coffee, porridge.. 
buck meat, toast and jam. Tbe gun bearers bring out 
the guns, the cartridges and the water bottles, thc 
boys pack and lock up the boxes, roll up blankets and 
fold the beds and stow away the dishes as the hunters 
finish using thorn. They also pack up the tents, chairs 
and tables. 


"The porters wind their blankets around their hearts 


as a turban and each man stands in front of Ills sixty 
pound load. The caravan leader gives the order to 
carry and each man picks up his load atid places it 
on his head or back, as suits him. and they start off 
in single file. In trekking the caravan usually goes 
along the valley, following the rivers, or else across 
country from one river to another, while the hunters 
cither accompany them a short distance in front or 
hunt along the ridges. 


"At eleven o'clock A. M. the caravan usually pitches 


camp, at which time a bath and a change-of clothes are 
necessary, as one's shirt will be fonnd soaked with 
perspiration. This bath must be hot. as fever often 
results from a cold sponge. (Personally I rarely took 
a bath at this-time of day, preferring tc/ wait until 
just before dinner). 


"Luncheon consists of venison, 
rice, potatoes. 


First Part of the Caravan, 


"The porters eat beans or a porridge of corn meal, 


The corn is grown by the natives and ground up into 
a meal: They put it into an irou pot with water, boil 
it and stir it .with a stick, making a sort of hasty 
pudding or stirabout. They also eat any kind of meat 
that may be given them, aud this they roast upou 
sticks before the fire. They prefer zebra meat, as it ia 
fatter. They also use this fat to rub upon their bodies. 
They are always happy as they sit around the camp- 
fire watching the cooking of the meat 
They stuff, 


themselves with food. I noticed one day that my tall 
gun bearer wore two little sticks on a chain hanging • 
down from his belt. I asked him what he used them 
for and he replied, "Oh, when I eat a lot of zebra' and 
my belly swells way, way out and I cannot sleep, I rub 
my belly with these little sticks and pretty soon I. go 
to sleep.'

The Kiboko Corrective.

"Days when the caravan is not trekking the porters 


lie arouud the teuts under the trees and by the banks 
of the river. When the hunter goes shooting he takes 
with him from two to four porters to bring in the 
game and help skin the animals. The porters and 
boys are usually well behaved, but if they do" any- 
thing wrong the caravan leader gives them the 
kiboko. 


"The kiboko is a whip made from a strip of hippo- 


potamus or rhinoceros hide. The handle part is thick 
and it tapers dowu to a flue end. When being pun- 
ished the porter is placed on bis stomach, his clothes 
are lifted up and lie is given from twenty to twenty- 
five lashes with tbe kiboko. It is excellent medicine, 
and he behaves better after it. He appears to cherish 
no resentment, however. 


"It Is very hot apparently at midday, but when the 


thermometer is placed in the shade it registers but S5 
to 00. degrees, and but 100 degrees in tbe sun. 
W<» 


were told that it was very hot and that there was 
great danger of sunstroke unless we wore :i helmet 
with a very long back to its brim, so as to protect the 
head and back of the neck, and also a thick pad upon 
the spine for thc same purpose. 1 l:avc sometimes in 
the morning when going out shooting forgotten t.o 
wear my helmet and have had on a cap instead. In 
such cases I have always experienced a peculiar feel- 
ing in my head and, putting up my hand, have found 
I hnd forgotten thc helmet 


"When going through the Red Sea I was sitting by 


a porthole on day writing when thc steward, who 
happened to be in the room, rushed across and hur- 
riedly closed my blinds, exclaiming. "The sun is 
shining on.yonr head, which is very dangerous in this 
part of thc •world, as you arc liable to sunstrokcf 
'How docs a man know whcu he is smisiruck;' I 
asked, lie replied:—'He doesn't know. His bend be- 
gins to turn, then he begins to turn round and round, 
and then he falls down aisd is crazy!'"

ure of parents to make this concession 
is frequently a reason for the situation 
becoming 'strained. 


It Is probably hard for either father 


or mother, and more especially the lat- 
ter, to realize that their children are 
old enough to be entitled to opinions, 
that little 
minds and 'hodies have 


grown until each owner must have 
outlet for individuality. 
Alone with 


this Is the difficulty, and sometimes 


the utter failure to keep abreast of the 
times, so that frequent negatives and 
denials meet requests that are proper 
now. though they would have been im- 
possible a'generation ago. Somebody 
has written. "Times 'change, and peo- 
ple change, and If our hearts do not 
change as readily so much the worse 
for us." which I consider very true. 
Such a condition is bad all around, but 
when it applies to children and par- 
ents It Is the elders who have the worst 
of it in the long: run; for with each 
year of their lives they become more 
and more dependent upon the younger 
generation for consideration and care. 
if not of all kinds, and if the'parents 
have not grown with the offspring the 
outlook Is not happy. 


Understanding and 
toleration, 
as 


well as ability 
to 
broaden mentally 


with Incrt-asliiR years, are probably 
the fundamentals'necessary for loving 
companionship between children and 
parents. 
Sad to relate, human nature 


Is' more apt to narrow than broaden 
with the acquirements of years, and a 
person who can'prevent this adds hap- 
piness to her life as she gets older; 


for she will be loved because there Is 
a gentleness and sweetness in her na- 
ture that is impossible In youth, but 
which youth appreciates deeply. ' 


It is a mistake for parents with girls 


and boys Just grown to think that 
fathers and mothers are not wanted 
around simply because they are older. 
It Is because they are either Intolerant 
or over assertive, in either case mak- 
ing themselves persona non grata. The 
duty of a parent, after a child has been 
trained'to a sense of right und wrong, 
and had the courtesies of life Instilled, 
is to assist, not to drive; to'suggest, 
not to ordrr. If a good moral 'founda- 
tion has been laid by these same par- 
ents In the early life of the child, the 
mistakes that are mada by the young- 
er generation will not be serious. They 
will commit errors, of course; so did 
their mothers and fathers before them. 
With the best will this cannot be pre- 
vented, but to lie ready to help kindly, 
tactfully, not didactically, to 'rectify 
them. Is one ot the great missions of 
parenthood to children who are grown 
or nearly so.

Traces rubbing against their legs, sin- 
gletrees banging against their backs 
when holding back a wagon when 
going downhill, getting a trace between 
their legs and many other things of the 
sort frighten them into kicking or 
running. 


In driving a colt to light harness

It has been thoroughly demonstrated 
liat bees play an important part in 
ollenating 
fruit blossoms, and Uie 


ruit grower, if no bees are kept 
vithin a half-mile of his place, ought 
o keep a few himself. 
"When properly handled, bees are 
sually tractable. 
As a general thing 


hey will mind their own business 
much better than poultry or other farm 
,tock when left to themselves. 


The fruit grower might be willing to 


wcp a few bees—yes, he would be very 
;lad to do so If ho could place a few 
jolonles in lib orchard without their 
laving to "everlastingly swarm." This 
difficulty may be very largely overcome 


Bees swarm primarily because of a 


ack of room. If, instead of using a 
single hive, we use one of double ca- 
pacity, one on top of the other, the 
swarming tendency will Ic very mate- 
rially curtailed. 


I therefore advise the farmer and 


fruit grower to use hives of large size 
or else use hives of ordinary size, oni 
piled on top of the other. The bee: 
and queen should be given unlirnitci 
room.

where from 55 to 520 per hive.

of such swarms. 


As a precaution in such cases put 


iver the. entrance of each colony an 
Alley trap. This will allow the worker 
bees to pass out and in freely; but 
vhen the queen comes out with a 
warm she is trapped in a compart- 
ment, because'she cannot go through 
the same slot through which the work- 
ers can pass. 


While the swarm Is In the1 air the

:rap containing the queen is taken off, 
the old hive Is removed from the stand 
"rom which the swarm came and an- 
other (empty) is put In its place. 


When we speak of an "empty" hive 


we mean one containing frames of 
foundation or combs. 


The trap is. then placed in front of

In fifteen or twenty minutes—possibly 
longer—the swarm in the air will re- 
turn and go into the new hive, hiving 
itself automatically. 


The queen is released from tho trap,

farm work. 


When the sWarm comes out the 


farmer's wife or one of the children 
may make- the substitution of hives as 
explained, leaving the farmer in the 
field to continue his work. 


EDITORIAL COMMENTS 


The great scarcity ot skilled farm 


labor during ths last few years has 
forced some fanners to take on unde- 
sirable men, many of wUom are not 
worth much and whose city habits unfit 
them .for country life. 
But I main- 


tain that the great body ot Ameri- 
can farm laborers are more intelligent, 
more reliable and better farmers than 
those of any other country in the world. 
And they are getting better every year. 
Most men work on the farm because 
they like it, and a man who loves ani- 
mals and rejoices in the development 
of good crops of growing things cannot 
at heart be a very lazy or a very bad 
man. 
The other kind are not to be 


:onsldered as real farm hired men. 


The reason some farmers cannot af- 


'ord to keep a hired man is because 
hey do not know,.how to manage their 
business to make it pay. I have seen 
'arniers with only twenty acres who 
tept two hired men all the season and 


Then I have 


100 acres who 


could not afford to keep one. It's all 
.n knowing how to make .the soil give 
up every dollar of profit there is in it. 


It's a poor farmer who cannot pay a 


man $30 a month and make a. dollar a 
day profit from his work. 
Some of 


them make three and four times as 
much. 


Some farmers act upon the principle 


that a hired man ought to take the 
place of most of the machinery neces- 
sary on the farm. He owns a plow or 
two, 
perhaps, and a corn cultivator, 


but the hired man is expected to spread 
the manure, husk the corn, load the 
hay single-handed and alone, and do a 
lot of other work that a machine could 
do five times as fast a'nd much better. 
A good farmer and one hired man with 
the help of a manure spreader, a 
seeder, gang plows and cultivators, a 
hay loader, corn cutter, a low wagon, 
a cream separator and a little tett- 
horse power gasoline engine, can turn 
out more work than five men can with- 
out them. 
In these times of labor 


amine the farm and buildings should 
e rigged out with every possible de- 
ice to save hand labor. And it is not 
ecessary to buy it all. A handy man 
irlth $30 worth of tools and a workshop 
an make any number of things that 
ill save lime and muscle, and do it 
n stormy days, too.

products, but the average.-farmer does 
not grow as many kinds .of thinesjas 
are possible- and profitable on- the gen- 
eral farm. There should be a .variety' 
of animals kept, commensurate with'1 
• 


the size of the place and -other modi- 
tying conditions. And keeping a va- - 
riety. of farm animals necessitates thi-' 
growing of a great variety of 'culti- 
vated plants. • 


For healthy growth and picfltabH' 


gams domestic animals must be fed 
several different kinds of feed in ordei 
to supply them with the different ele- 
ments essential for normal growth and 
development. 
In summer with pas- 


ture this is easy. But there should also • 
be things grown so that the animals 
can have a change and variety of feeds 
during- tho entire winter season when 
forage crops are dead. It is. the try of ' 
nearly all farmers that they make-ho 
money on hogs and dairy cows in win- ' 
ter because they have to buy expen- 
sive feeds to supplement the narrow 
ration of home-grown feeds. This can 
be corrected and a great saving rriads 
by growing pumpkins, beets, mangels 
and other succulent crops that can be • 
kept green a part or all ot the winter.
